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My article on the International Six 
Days Trial Qualifiers and this year’s 
United States team selections last 
month was verging toward an 
editorial — a proclivity here at DB. 
So I toned it down in the rewriting 
and started this. The subject is 
raising money for the American 
ISDT effort. 

Some of you motocrossers may 
think the whole idea is useless, but 
remember that these people are 
representing you and your country, 
even if you can't find them bumping 
into berms on Sunday and they 
wouldn't catch you dead in the 
woods. It is the ISDT. And that is 
the Olympics of Motorcycling, not 
just the Trophee des Nations of trail 
riding. Remember that when our 
teams compete, they do so with all of 
your track skills plus some extras. 

If you expect the United States to 
do well, financial support is needed. 

All the necessary money comes 
from the motorcycle manufacturers 
the way things are now. Then some 
accessory people — like Webco — 
also chip in. And a few clubs across 
the nation voluntarily send in some 
bucks. The AMA doesn’t support the 
effort with cash, but they do pay a 
couple of officials to lend a hand. 

As a consequence, Penton or 
Husky or Ossa runs the Trophy and 


Vase teams. They naturally pick 
their own riders. Who wouldn’t? 

But it looks bad. Lots of people try 
hard in the Qualifiers and go 
nowhere. 

It takes a lot of money to front a 
team. Supporting a group of guys 
through all the Qualifiers and then 
sending them overseas would easily 
pay for a year’s worth of motocross 
riders and racing. But if every 
manufacturer did that, where would 
the U.S. teams come from? We'd be 
back to the days when the only ones 
who went were the guys who could 
afford it, and the Qualifiers would 
be perfectly useless. It'd work fine if 
all the rich guys were good riders. 

So we're actually better off having 
a couple of manufacturers pay for it. 
Especially since they're truly 
interested in winning. 

:Note that they do it the right way, 
too. They send their riders through 
the qualifying series and help them 
get the required gold. They don't 
have to. They could let the rest of us 
qualify our buns off and then send 
whoever they wanted anyway. 

Let's get off the generalizations 
and down to John Penton in 
particular. This year, he's got the 
World Trophy team and wishes he 
had the Silver Vase — it's a third 
smaller. We figure, and John agrees,

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that it costs about $2500 to send a 
rider to the Six Days. That doesn’t 
include spares. It does include doing 
it the cheapest way possible. And it 
doesn’t include driving back and 
forth across this country to qualify. 

Why does he do it? It certainly 
doesn’t get Penton any publicity. 
Typical Six Days coverage is an 
annual report in each of the bike 
magazines and absolutely nada from 
the national press and media. John 
can’t even capitalize on a good finish 
with a series of ads the way Yamaha 
or Honda could. He hasn’t their 
budgets. 

The same applies to Ossa, this 
year's Silver Vase team. 

This year was particularly hard on 
everyone, and for Penton Motors, 
that meant letting the National 
Enduro Championship go uncon- 
tested. For Ossa, it meant no 
motocross riders. 

We ought to be grateful, but 
instead everybody gets pissed. How 
come Dan Young or Don Cutler gets 
to go when Malcolm Smith is only on 
a club team and Charlie Bethards 
and his Bultaco wouldn’t ever leave 
Washington? 

Why does John Penton ignore 
motocross and all its attendant 
charisma and put his money into the 
Six Days? “I think I have a moral — 
not a verbal or legal — commitment 
to all those riders who bought bikes, 
and invested their money and their 
enthusiasm in qualifying." He never 
said it, but I think he also feels a 
moral commitment to ensuring that 
the United States does well. So he 
writes it off to research and develop- 
ment — but not onthe Trophy team, 
of course. And he sends more than 
his sons and employees; he also sends 
all those Penton riders who tried 
hard and did well. They're B and C 
teams, or club teams. 

In return he gets animosity. 

None of it has to be this way. It's 
possible for the United States ISDT 
effort to be supported without the 
manufacturers. It's possible to pick 
team members on merit alone. All it 
takes is money. 

John Penton had a couple of 
suggestions on how to raise the 
capital. He thinks an extra buck 
ought to be tacked onto the entry fee 
at each of the Two Day Qualifiers 
for the use of the U.S. teams. 
Excellent suggestion; it's positively 
logical. If the AMA doesn't make it a 
rule now, each of the promoting

MT MAINTENANCE 

After a growing habit of nine 
years of waiting to buy a motorcycle, 
16 months ago I fulfilled my need by 
purchasing a new 1974 MT250. 
During the past 16 months there 
have been some changes made — 
both mandatory and optional. I am 
intending to enter into medium-type 
enduro riding where individuals 
with other home commitments have 
a chance at trophies. My problems 
now concern matching the rear 
suspension with the more than 
adequate front forks. Thinking of 
laying down the shocks with the 
D.G. laydown kit using my MX1350 
Boges with 95-pound springs ended 
abruptly when, while nut and 
bolting the bike, I found my frame, 
not cracked, but broken through on 
the left side downtube near the 
footpeg bracket. My questions are: 


1) Once the frame is rewelded, 
will it withstand the stress of the 
laid-down shocks? 

2) Are laydowns better for the 
MT or should I copy the forward 
mounted system on the new CR250? 

3) I already use the CR piston, 
barrel head, 34mm Mikuni, Hooker 
pipe, 13-tooth counter and 49-tooth 
rear sprocket, but I am thinking of a 
reed system because I sometimes find 
a flat spot way down low and at the 
top of fourth and fifth. Would the 
reed help, or should I just 
experiment with needle settings and 
jets? 

Thanks for reading the longest 
winded tech question, and I really 
will appreciate any answer. For my 


riding, your magazine fulfills my 
needs for innovative ideas, 
maintenance tips and the like. 
Thanks again.

The rear end help sounds like a 
good plan. I prefer laydowns to 
forward mounted from a stress 
standpoint. TIl give you a little more 
on that later. 

The problem with either shock 
arrangement is that the basic MT 
frame material is quite weak 
compared to the alloy CR frames. At 
least you'll have less welding to do 
with laydowns versus FMS. 

Reeds make carburetion simpler. 
You don’t have to sweat the blow- 
back that you get in a standard 
system. But like all things you gain a 
little and lose a little. The reeds do 
restrict top rpm. On the other hand, 
in the low to mid-range you can get 
a lot cleaner carburetion with less 
effort. In other words, the jetting 
can be off a shade one way or the 
other and you won't notice it with 
reeds. If you are going to do road 
racing or flattrack with a lot of 
top-rpm wide-open running, a 
conventional straight-through inlet 
will give you an edge. For most 
other kinds of riding a reed makes a 
wider and torquier powerband. 

Now, down to the shock. I was 
questioned by another gentleman on 
why I prefer a laydown shock in 
contrast to forward mounted. A few 
advantages are: the shock 
compression puts about 7/10 of the

total thrust force, or downward 
force, out toward the back of the 
bike — which helps offset what the 
engine is pulling on the rear wheel 
by the chain. This helps to minimize 
deflection or frame bending and aids 
in controllability. A laydown frame 
won't be tweaking as much hitting 
the rough stuff hard. Also, the angle 
at which the shock is mounted (with 
respect to the swinging arm) during 
the initial travel distance is greater 
than it is at full compression, so you 
have effectively less dampening in 
the unloaded position (less 
resistance) than you do as the 
suspension approaches full 
compression. This gives you a non- 
linear and | more desirable 
compression or spring rate. You 
don't have to beef up the swingarm 
as much with laydowns because the 
shock resistance is not carried in the 
middle of the arm, whereas you 
have to add strengthening ribs above 
and below the arm on FMS. The 
shock essentially retains its same 
position near the rear axle, and the 
forward portion of the shock is 
mounted towards the front of the 
seat and requires a less stressed 
frame out to the rear of the machine. 
The force direction is also better in a 
laydown in that it tends to push the 
top anchor mounts forward as well 
as up, where the FMS approach is a 
straight vertical deflection. In other 
words, I think one can build a 
lighter frame with better behavior 
characteristics with laydowns than 
with forward mounted. That doesn't 
mean forward mounted shocks won't 
work, but for the reasons that I have 
mentioned, laydowns have the nod. 


HODAKA WATER BUFFALO 
I own a 125 Hodaka Wombat and 
have a really great opportunity to 
get a 400 Maico engine cheap. It 
looks like it'll fit in the frame but I'll 
have to reverse the rear wheel and 
make some brake linkage parts. Do 
you think the extra weight would 
hurt the handling? The increased 
torque and light weight would make 
it a bike hard to beat on a hill. Any 
tips or advice on this conversion will 

be greatly appreciated.

What you propose would be 
interesting (if not terrorizing). It will 
take a considerable amount of 
reinforcement in the swinging arm 


and engine mount area to get it all to 
bolt together. I doubt that the rear 
wheel would survive very long under 
the extra torque. It would not be 
what you'd term a good handling 
machine with the extra weight and 
power. However, you would 
probably be able to loop the 
machine at 60 just by grabbing a 
handful. If you can keep the front 
end down you can get up a hill in 
rapid order. Good  hillclimbing 
machinery has a lengthened wheel- 
base. The Hodaka has a_ short 
wheelbase, much shorter than the 
standard Maico. It would be an 
interesting conversation piece. You'll 
hear statements like, “WOW! Where 
did that guy get all those scabs 
from.” 


KX KITTING 

I just bought a new Kawasaki 
KX125 and the KX125’s handicap is 
the suspension. I’ve raced it once 
and it felt like riding a rabbit. It’s 
fast and it hops a lot. I’ve just bought 
a new pair of Konis with the coolers 
(Poppys) and my questions are: 


1) Should I install my shocks in 
the laydown position or in the 
forward mounted position? 

2) How many inches of travel do 
you think I will get in the laydown 
position and how many in the 
forward position? (my shocks are 
12.9 inches long). 

3) What should I do to get more 
travel in the front forks to match the 
rear? 


Any info given will be greatly 
appreciated by me and other 
Kawasaki owners suffering from the 
same problems.

Install your shocks in the laydown 
position around 45 degrees. You can 
get any amount of travel with 
laydown or forward mounted. The 
further forward you mount them the 
more travel you get. And the further 
you lay the shocks down the more 
travel youll have. . The limiting 
factor you get will be screwing up 
the frame geometry. Basically you 
want to keep about the same amount 
of compression travel you currently 
have when you are sitting on the 
machine, along with a couple of 
extra inches of rebound travel so the 
wheel will follow the ground for a 
longer period of time when going

FLAT OUT! 


A flat tire can happen anywhere, on a high speed run to 
El Arco in Baja. coming off the big jump on the MX 
course or during an observed section in the ISDT. Most 
of the time, tire locks will hold until you can patch the 
tube. Thats most of the time Then you have to 
loosen the locks. pop the bead, pull the tube, patch it, 
put it back on the rim, pump it back up, tighten the tire 
lock and replace the wheel. And hope that everything 
holds. Some of the really experienced riders and me- 
chanics started to look for better ways to keep a tire 
from slipping without using tire locks. A spot weld every 
8 to 10 inches inside the bead of the rim worked. And it's 
easy to do if you're a certified welder and have access to 
a MIG welder and argon gas. (Remember, the rims are 
alloy!) A couple of riders have stolen a trick from the 
drag racers and have tried sheet metal screws through 
the rim into the tire bead, but the stress caused crack- 
ing. The manufacturing processes used to make rims 
are such that it’s impossible to build in "points or grips" 
on the inner edge of the rim. But. it is possible to drill 
shallow holes that will accept carbon steel drive pins 
that, in turn, will hold the tire in place without using tire 
locks. Now, before you start to take the '4" drill to your 
rims, consider that the depth of the hole is measured in 
thousandths of an inch and too much muscle will give 
you a ventilated rim! There is a rim on the market now 
that has the drive pin holes pre-drilled to exacting 
specifications. It's cheaper than a course in welding or a 
bunch of rims with holes through the bead!

Incidentally, the fork bushings 
are closer together and tend to start 
galling if you don’t use a good grade 
fork oil, such as Bel-Ray. Even then 
the bushings will need to be replaced 
more often — they have higher loads

clubs ought to do it on their own. 

Then he thought the same thing 
ought to happen at each of the 25 or 
so national enduros. Ill go along 
with that, if it's voluntary. Put a 
notice on every entry blank and at 
every sign-up table. But voluntary; 
some enduro riders couldn't care less 
about the ISDT. 

There's also another natural place 
to make support fund money: from 
each entry in the One Day 
Qualifiers. There aren't any right 
now, but there should be. It's Susie 
Mann’s idea and it'll work. The One 
Dayers could qualify riders for the 
Two Day events and make each of 
them a significant scoring medium 
for the ISDT. The One Day meets 
would also serve as a training 
ground for the promoters of the 
official events and let all the riders in 
the country who don' like time- 
keeping go flat-out for hours at a 
time and get their jollies. Itd be a 
new sport with national champions 
in each class, and it'd probably grow 
quicker than motocross ever did. 

Malcolm Smith thinks Ben Bower 
is on the right track. Ben wants to hit 
up people like Coca Cola or Camel 
to sponsor a team. These people 
have a big enough ad budget to 
make their successes into advertising 
bonanzas. 

Then there's the AMA's patches 
and decals, three or one dollar each. 
Buy them and decorate your 
refrigerator. 

There are a few less obvious 
commercial prospects too. Let's say 
that Webco or Can-Am or Malcolm 
Smith Racing Products supplies the 
U.S. teams with leathers and riding 
jackets, really top-line stuff. Then 
they sell replicas to you and me, and 
charge us two dollars more than they 
have to and give that money to next 
year's team. Bell could do the same 
with helmets. Naturally Al Eames is 
in charge of all this; he's the man to 
keep it all in line. o

PREFACE 
These are the impressions and 
descriptions we gathered during six 
weeks of testing these bikes on six 
tracks here in Southern California. 
Surfaces ranged from Bakelite to 
sand to manicured limestone dust — 
some mud, not much loam. Sorry, 
but we couldn’t find a Pepperill or 
Unadilla out here. Ten riders 
participated. Some a lot; they 
hogged the bikes. Some a little; they 
actually have to work for a living 
and couldn’t make all the sessions. 
Opinions changed, so chronological 
order was imposed. We hope you 

appreciate all this work. 


ENCOUNTERS 
“Ride this. You won’t believe how 
good it is until you do. It works. It’s 
got handles.” 
George and Gunnar, just back Check the style of that Husky rider.

from Carlsbad where they went 
riding with Kent Howerton and 
Nils-Arne Nilsson, were salesmen for 
the Husky 125 CR. They were 
spreading good will: “Make yourself 
happy by riding this.” 

It did work. People made 
themselves happy by riding the little 
Husky. 

“What a neat bike! When you 
move, it moves. If you just shift your 
weight, it turns. The back end is 
terrific; forks are great. Stops, goes, 
wow. First Husky you can ride fast 
without being an expert.” 

Strange comment, since the 125 
CR is almost exactly the same as the 
250 and 360. Thinner wall tubing 
was used in the frame and the 
weight is down, but geometry and 
suspension are the same. Engine 
weight is down too. Actually the 
conclusion isn’t so strange after all. 
Lighter weight and less horsepower 
are usually more rideable. Less 
reciprocating mass and less flywheel 
make a bike easier to turn; there’s no 
tremendous inertia to conquer. 

Other changes for the latest Husky 
include new, wider, stronger and 
longer fenders that are made of some 
unbreakable stuff that looks like 
Tupperware. The rear frame loop is 
wider and higher, which takes care 
of the previous complaint that 
Huskys would grind the fender with 
their tire. Footpegs are spring loaded 
now, but still need to be tackier. 
Steering head bearings are new with 
the 125 too; good, because the old 
bearings were always fragile. 

First notices on the Can-Am were 
equally enthusiastic, but in other 
directions, mainly the motor. 

“What an engine. This thing’s got 
so much horsepower, it’s scary. How 
can they get it from a 125?” 

“Hey, this isn’t like the old 
Can-Am at all. It turns. It’s really 
stable. What power!” 

It isn't like the old Can-Am 125. 
The first 125s were simply enduros 
with everything stripped off. This 
years is the first motocrosser from 
the ground up. The MX-2 shares the 
same frame as the 175 and 250 
racers, and though it's equipped 
with primary starting and pre-mix, 
you can't mistake it for an enduro.

FOIBLES 
Second time around a bit of the 
blush and bloom was off. Everyone 
began to notice things to criticize. 
The Can-Am pulled a spoke through 
the hub because the hole was badly

drilled. People began feeling a flat 
spot in the Husky’s power. Jumping 
from one to the other made riders 
start getting heavy on the Can-Am 
for its suspension. 

"I can't understand it. There's gas 
Girlings on the back of both bikes, 
but the Husky works and the 
Can-Am can't." 

"You think it's the rear? I'm not 
sure. The front is so bad, I can't tell 
what the rear is doing. But if we put 
a little work into it, I think we can 
get them to work. They are Betors." 

Husky's spotty carburetion on the 
CR was more encouraging. Some- 
times it would bog trying to come 
back up out of a corner. When shut 
off on the long Valley downhill, it 
didn't want to work again. Fiddling 
with the air screw on the Bing 
corrected it; there's even a 
description of the correct procedure 
in the manual. 

Problems with the other Bing 
presented themselves too. The Can- 
Am wouldn't start without a great 
deal of stomping. There was a flat 
spot in the power here, too, but this 
one was way up on top of the 
powerband. "The power's too 
narrow. It revs up and although 
theres 2000 left, there's nothing 
there." 


CALCIFICATIONS 

With more time on the machinery, 
the opinions got stronger. 

The Husky was the favorite. 

"Its a real motocrosser. It feels 
right. It goes where you want it to; 
never does anything strange. 
Sometimes it seems that all I have to 
do is think about what I want and it 
does it. Gearing is good; shifting is 
excellent. Brakes work." 

More praise was heaped on it all 
the time: "Suspension is definitely 
puss. Its like another world 
compared to the Can-Am. The 
Husky does and goes exactly what 
you want." 

"Power is good. It doesn't feel like 
its missing anything anywhere in 
the range. I love the suspension." 

Divisions occurred with the 
Can-Am. It didn’t create mad lusts 
of possession in anyone, but some 
people appreciated it. Others didn’t: 
"Where's the horn?” 

Handling on the Can-Am is 
extraordinary. It amazed us that so 
many people thought it was good, 
despite the poor suspension. 

“In the air and in the corners, it's 
incredible. You can make it do 
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anything. It almost requires no 
effort. And it sure is fast.” 

“It’s precise. You can take it into a 
corner that’s got sand or loose dirt, 
tacky stuff and Bakelite all in the 
same arc and the Can-Am will stay 
exactly where you want it. Lots of 
bikes turn, but this one steers. It 
steers better than any bike I’ve ever 
ridden.” 

“Suspension is average, but frame 
geometry is excellent. It’s quick — 
nothing wrong with a quick 
handling bike — I could really make 
some time in a rocky sandwash out 
in the desert. Especially since it's so 
stable going straight with the power 
on. 

That kind of precision of handling 
and the enormous power were the 
two prominent features of the bike. 


REVELATIONS 

Much talk about the Can-Am's 
motor was made, especially after the 
dyno runs where the Canadian 
contender pumped out four more 
than the Husky. We were surprised 
that the Husky got that close; it did 
not feel fast. The consensus had 
been: "Sure is a nice playbike, but 
youll have to work on it before it 
can be raced." 

But on the rare occasions when 
approximately equal riders were on 
the track together, strange things 
would happen. If they came out of a 
corner together, the Husky would 
pick up a bike length, maybe two, 
before the next turn. If there was a 
jump in between, the Husky will 
pull farther away. Swap riders and 
try again. With the better rider on 
the Husqvarna, the difference 
became obvious. 

On to the drag racing from the 
starting gate. The Husky would get 
an incredible lead. If it was rough, 
there was no contest. 

OK, what does that prove? 
Alright, how about smooth asphalt? 
There, the slower rider and the 
Husky won every time. Even when 
he blew the start once; by fourth 
gear on the Husky, he had the edge. 

The experts didn't need all the 
display of resourcefulness to prove it; 
one described the Can-Am: "It 
doesnt go anywhere. It spins the 
wheel. You can feel it building revs, 
but it's not coupled and it runs out of 
gearing quickly." 

At first when all this was going on, 
we assumed that the Husky's rear 
suspension was so dialed that it'd put 
all 18 of its horses on the ground 
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Shock mounting is too progressive; as 
the swingarm comes up, the resistance 
to travel increases. Better would 

be a regressive setup where the 
resistance softens and the whole travel 
could be used.

All we can suggest at this point is 
that despite the power curve 
recorded by the dyno, the Can-Am's 
spurts of motor are too short to be 
hooked up. One thing a dyno curve 
does not show is time, how fast the 
bike climbs through the revs. So, like 
Gunnar explained in the "Dyno 
Expose" (DB, June 75), dyno charts 
don't tell the whole story. 

Another point to be made about 
the dyno curve is that the bike on the 
pump is running wide-open, only on 
the main jet, but on the track, all the 
carb systems must function. 

The track performance (and the 
Betors) made us ask the local 
Can-Am factory reps out testing 
with us. They worked on the bike, 
gave it a clean bill of health, and 
assured us that it wasn't a lemon. 

At this point, the only explanation 
for the Can-Am having more power 
but less speed must be the gear ratios 
combined with the powerband. The 
Can-Am gearbox is wider than the 
Husky (33.61 through 12.13 overall, 
vs. 30.31 — 11.42), and it's too wide 
for the power. With perfectly timed 
shifts, it works. But perfect shifts are 
hard enough when you're alone, and 
nearly impossible in a race to the 
first corner, with 30 other bikes. 


FOOZLES 

Betors on the Can-Am: They 
didn't work when we got the bike. 
They didn't work after a change of 
fork oil. They did begin to work 
after a second oil change and a 
spring change. The forks worked 
better as the oil we used got lighter, 
but finally at five-weight, we 
stopped. They still felt as if they 
were cocking on impact after having 
come too far apart to slide together 
again. 

Kickstarter on the Husky: If we 
hadn't already tested a couple of 
GPs, we wouldn't have known how 
to kick over the 125. All these Huskys 
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Air box is further refined with a new 
rubber splash guard under the seat.

Yammies and Suzukis and | Hondas, 
test beds for every ill-conceived 
go-fast experiment ever misread in a 
motorcycle magazine. While much 
has changed in rough scrambles over 
the years — from quasi-motocross to 
pseudo-scrambles — the same tuning 
ethic endures: mondo-destructo. 

"Hey Woody, is BRRAAANNG 


DECEMBER 1975 


that ZAP SCREECH loud enough 
BRANGA?" 

And what is this strange compul- 
sion for cleanliness in the pits? 
Riders are not just digging mud from 
rims and cylinder barrels, they're 
freaking hosing the suckers down 
with portable insecticide sprayers, 
the water reeking with LPS, as if 
they were spraying for locusts or 
something. 

"Attention riders CRACKLE. 
Please do not wash your bike over by 
the snack bar. Freddie says it's likely 
to turn into a swamp down there. 
SKAHHHKKKA There will be a 
riders meeting at noon over at the 
sign-in shack.” 

Milling around the sign-in shack, 
the riders fix on the narrow chalk 
boards hanging in a row that list the 
heat rosters. 

Highballin’ along Highway 120 at 


Sunday sunrise and this speedy 
motherjumper on the radio is 
screeching wildly about madness and 
perdition. Rage! Fury! Cataracts of 
fire, blood, and gall; whirlwinds of 
sulphurous smoke. Flames of Eternal 
Fury! Gawd, is that William Blake 
lurking in the radio? 

But yes, divine madness and 
rough scrambles! Strange crazies 
scarred by some satanic Mark of the 
Beast. God looks not upon them, for 
who is as disenfranchised and 
unknown as those wanton multi- 
tudes who ride rough scrambles? 
Infected and inflamed by their 
strange perversion; warped beyond 
human recognition. Blood-thirsty 
beasts, barely human enough to 
qualify for AMA insurance. 

Well, lets not crank that act up 
too tightly; this is Oakdale, 
Stanislaus County, after all. On the

fringe of California’s agricultural 
heartland. . CJ5's. Kenworth 
Country. Dave Dudley and C. W. 
McCall, sucking toothpicks and 
sipping at a hot thermos of instant 
onion soup. Awww, Big Mama... 
you have 54 KRAK-country degrees. 

Down a narrow, rain-flooded 
road between Escalon and Oakdale 
stands Pioneer Arena, a regular 
pantheon for motorcycle bullrings. 
A combination rodeo grounds and 
motorcycle track, complete with 
indoor plumbing and a hot food 
snack bar, the main grandstand 
looms over a narrow quarter-mile 
oval. After two days of rain, the 
floor of the arena is strictly from the 
LaBrea tar pits. Knee-deep in the 
muck, riders and railbirds are 
scratching at the ground like doom- 
struck chickens Goddam Roy! — 
trying to figure out if there’s any 
traction down there at all. Aint 
much of a track, really. The regular 
oval has been pinched in along the 
grandstand straight to put the riders 
over a mild jump in the infield 
before dumping them out onto the 
oval again. And when the sun breaks 
through the dissipating rain clouds, 
a familiar fierce smell boils up out of 
the mud and ooze. Right. Check out 
the cattle pastured on three sides of 
the arena. The traction owes its 
heritage to something more than just 
mud and sand. 

Practice consists of four-lap 
sessions for each displacement/skill 
class. Its a shambles. A primitive 
sacrifice to the Slime God — a 
senseless orgy of mud, hub-deep 
ruts, and the ensuing chaos 
generated by erratic traction at 9000 
rpm. Rrrrrrrrreevvvv! Kind of like 
trying out your friendly TZ-700 at 
the local ice rink. 

“Hmmm, 15 riders, five transfer 


"Hell, it was running good at 
Madera until . . .” 

"We're gonna blade it off just this 
one time before the heats. We'll be 
running a straight-up program, only 
in reverse because we don't think the 
PeeWees can make it. 152 riders, 
eight-lap heats, ten-lap mains. 
Mebbe more for the mains, but I'll 
hafta wait and check the time." 

"ZEEP WAIL GLICH As soon as 
the BRAANNGG at Daytona is ZAP 
we'll be getting a phone call so we 
can BEEP. OK Donnie, if you're 
about ready we'll have our National 
Anthem. OK folks, if you'll please 


rise..." 
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Lined up in chutes behind the east 
wall like rodeo stock, the racers wait 
to be herded down to the starting 
line in front of the grandstand. 
Sometimes they stand up on the pegs 
to watch the race out on the track. 
For $3.50 there's not much time for 
racing during the day, but that fine 
sense of gladiator crank in Getting 
Up on the Edge before a grandstand 
crowd compensates for the short 
heats. And the fact that you get only 
one try to make it to the main. 

Racing rough scrambles is some- 
thing like herding a motorcycle 
down a bobsled run. Murderous 
wall-of-death berms build up in the 
groove, crunching anyone who gets 
a little out of shape. Somehow these 
raunchy  bermshooters arrive 
bouncing and weaving into a corner 
and carom off the mud cushion like 
a billiard ball. Where passing in 
C-traction scrambles is a function of 
horsepower, a pass on a mud track 
takes something more. Problems 
develop because the fast line and the 
safe line are the same. Changing 


your line for a pass exposes you to 


imminent destruction in the 
unpacked mud. Getting around 
someone, even a much slower rider, 
involves a great deal of handlebar 
intimidation and a demonic ability 
to vary your impact point on the 


berm while maintaining the line into . 


the next corner. The least error in 
timing and balance and its 
Sayonara, Jimmy Mullins. 

The heats finally end, but not 
until an endless succession of 100s, 
90s, 80s, 60s and toddlers on 
doodlebugs take their laps. Clearly, 
rough scrambles has sunk its roots 
deep into the Little League crowd. 

So... intermission. The big clock 
on the screen counts down the 
minutes while urging you to indulge 
in a lithium soap pizza and other 
assorted goodies. 

“Hey folks, well be having a 
drawing for a five-pound ham, 
so keep your tickets handy.” 

Around the pits the racers are 
stroked out in seedy lounge chairs,

blitzed by adrenaline shock.) Talking 
trash and slugging back a Nehi, 
maybe munching a Rolaids to keep 
the old stomach lining intact. 
Compared to the endless barrage 
of noise in motocross, scrambles has 
an elegant sense of pace to it. 
Frenetic heats broken by inter- 
mittent silences as another heat lines 
üp. Long intermissions. These rough 
scramblers have refined motorcycle 
racing down to its vital, primitive 
core. Ferocious bursts of gross, 
adrenaline-charged racing coupled 
with serene periods of posturing and 
preening, where everyone indulges 
in a little esoteric tuning and some 
racer talk. Adrenaline and bullshit, 
the two primary elements) of the 
racer personality. These racers have 
accepted it and transformed it into 
an art form that transcends your 
usual loathsome status spectacles. 
“Now when your motor starts 
sliding, don't panic or anything. Just 
let it keep bouncing around and just 
ride it out until you hit the berm. 
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That'll turn you.” 

The starts for the mains illuminate 
the true cosmic realities of rough 
scrambles. Ten riders are staged on a 
chalk line in front of the grandstand, 
engines running, clutches loosened 
to where they ll barely disengage. As 
the previous main ends, everyone 
wrings the revs up to about 95 and 
waits, gear selected and clutch 
frving, for Donnie to wave them off. 

But Donnie wont do it. It's an 
incredible war of nerves. Absolutely 
in the throes of terminal endocrine 
seizures, the riders level intense 
gunfighter stares at Donnie, willing 
him to drop the flag. Diabolical 
riders! They're trying to outguess 
Donnie and fake him out with fitful 
burnouts. But Donnie holds. He 
gestures for them to hold position, 
enforcing his authority. Neural 
explosions! Raging at 186,000 miles 
per second per second, you under- 
stand. Surging through everyone — 
the riders, Donnie, the crowd. A 
huge atavistic dynamo of electrical 
current. An emotional firestorm! 
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But when Donnie finally waves 
them off, the Slime God takes his 
revenge. The grandstand straight is 
the soupiest on the track. People are 
digging trenches like speedy little 
backhoes or simply looping it. 
Finally the whole drunken jugger- 
naut weaves slowly off through the 
muck and into the first turn like a 
pack of winos hustling for a free 
lunch. 

Rough scrambles seems to provide 
a refuge for all those motocrossers 
who drift over the shadow line into 
cheap thrills. Twisted hopheads 
addicted to speed and high revs who 
make it over the hump into 
serious weirdness. The Great 
American Modality. Stone crazy, 
skating along balls-to-the-wall 
sideways, tires flailing vainly at the 
earth, and certain death looming 
below. Sideways — it’s the American 
Dream. It jolts the body with a 
primeval rush that clears the mind 
and frees the veins of cholesterol. 
The endocrine side-effects can be 
brutal though: huge bleeding warts, 
claws, and a thick mat of gorilla fur 
over the entire body. Your circuits 
must undoubtedly overload after a 
while. In truth, only one rider at 
Oakdale was over the age of 25. 
Plenty of 30ish and 40ish spectators 
were present, obviously ex-scrambles 
heads, but they were total cripples, 
bombed-out hulks barely stable 
enough to keep their beer cups 
upright . . . hopeless palsied Walter 
Brennans. Getting up on the high- 
wire can be dangerous. 

The losers from, the heats have 
begun to straggle back into the 
grandstand, either to see the mains 
or to watch the local adolescent girls 
make their trek to the snack bar. 

"Gawdam Robert, you awreddy 
got two hunnert dollars in that bike. 
Youll never get your money out. Sell 
that turkey." 

Well, simple pleasures, right? 
Time to hit the snack bar and 
shrewdly munch off another chili- 
burger. Let the whole savage 
spectacle unfold, adrenaline shock 
and all. 

BBRRRAAANNGG. 

Good ol 365v boots it down the 
back straight — workboots, flannel 
shirt, and Ben Davis overalls. Nose 
on the bars and tail slung out over 
the rear fender. He glances back, 
shifts his monoshocker, and the

First one into the limelight was Marty Smith. He got the start, sprinted down the track, realized the course had been 
changed since practice and bailed.

Extra-low gearing 
for first lets you plonk along purty slow. 
Acceleration is not exactly blinding, 
but the Hodie Rodie will take a Super 
Rat motor. Frames for both models 

are almost identical, but the engines 

are different. Toad frame doesn't 

have the kicker tubes used to fortify the 
racers. And don't forget the electronic 
voltage regulator for longer bulb life. 


Your basic cockpit: 2.8-gallon gas tank 
is largest to be found for a 100. Throttle 
control is progressive. Second throttle 
cable is, in actuality, the oil injection 
line. The Road Toad is the first Hodie to 
get oil injection and primary 
kickstarting. Speedo is tenths 
resettable, indicators indicate neutral, 


turn and high beam. All control cables 
are the same size as found on 250s. 
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Spin one wing nut to get at the air 
cleaner. Injection oil tank, holding 1% 
quarts, is under the seat, has its very 
own dipstick. Key seems to stay out of 
the way, but everybody forgot to turn it 
off, noticeably reducing the ability of 
the battery to perform its assigned 
tasks. The Toad does have emergency 
lighting if the battery fails.

Front brake is not one of your super-strong stoppers. Your larger sized dirt rider will 


appreciate the wide bars. Wheelbase is a longish (for a 100) 52 inches. 


Conical hub up front: light 
weight, nice design. 
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The rear-view mirror was both 
ornamental and functional. Once under 
way the feeling of reflectiveness 
disappears. 


Shocks are the same as those used on 
the original 125 Wornbats. They have 
three-way adjustable preload, which 
doesn't sound like much until you start 
looking at other 100s. There is an 
alternative top shock mounting position 
forward of the standard setup. Stock 
suspension is much too soft for even a 
150-pounder. Gearing lets the Toad putt, 
chassis lets it turn easy to dodge holes, 
but the oomph isn't there for hard 
climbing tactics. 


Your basic powerplant. Big 26mm 
Mikuni does the mixing. Dropping the 
needle in ours really helped. Head and 
barrel are 125ish with shrunk holes. 
Piston has two rings, beefy one on top 
and a thinner one below. Cylinder is 
alumiferric, utilizing aluminum fins with 
an iron inner core. Something Hodie 
owners will appreciate, the Toad's mag 
cover can be removed without having 
to pull off the shift lever. Can't see it 
here but there's about three inches of 
clearance between the engine and the 
bottom of the frame. Ideal for storing a 
spare chain or a pair of shocks. Why all 
the clearance? The R.T. has basically 
the same chassis as the Super Rat and 
Super Combat racers which run a 
downpipe. Hodaka wanted to keep the 
same geometry and weight distribution. 
Chain is the 428 variety. Pegs fold a full 
90 degrees. 
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What's a test without some drag racing? Zeal is feathering the clutch while 
Erik already has his feet up on the pegs. 


Number One Products fickle finger of 
fine fork tuning points out where the 
travel limiter could be halved, thus 
increasing travel. We measured 5% 
inches. The forks (same as those in 
Super Rat) are designed to work with 
98-pounder who gets sand kicked in his 
face a lot. Even Zeal, at 140 pounds, 
used up the travel without really trying 
hard. We switched to 30-weight oil to 
try to stiffen things up a bit. 


What's a drag race without switching riders? Here Zeal has popped up the front 
end while Erik, hand on the crossbrace, is already tucked in trying to avoid the 
rock in front of him.

Another Hodaka innovation, called primary kickstarting. Unique kickstarter Front wheel speedo cable had to be 
swings out and back and has to be guided back into position before taking off. taped to keep it out of the spokes.

So we arranged to meet the guys 
and here’s all the mod info we pried 
out of our brew-besotted guests. 


JAY TULLIS’ BIKE 


Porting. Cleaning and matching 
with some additional mods. Secret 
stuff? Nope, Jay’s willing to share it 
with the world. You can call Jay at 
home between the hours of three 


and five a.m. and he'll be glad to fill 
you in on the hole changes. Or, 
better yet, why don’t you save on the 
phone charges and just get the info 
right here. Fred Hayes at Mettco did 
the porting. Transfers and intake 
were raised one millimeter. Exhaust 
was raised 1¥2mm. Rear transfers 
were reshaped and redirected. They 
also took thirty-thousandths off the 
top of. the barrel to raise the 
compression. Mettco is developing 
three different porting packages for 
varying rider requirements, loosely 
labeled trail, serious enduro and 
Two Day Qualifier (or desert). 
Pipe. Bassani. Designed to work 
with the porting. It’s available to the 
world at large. Approximately $55.

Jay has a Bassani spark arrestor 
clamped on the end. That goes for 
$16.50. 

Bash plate. Graham’s Sheet Metal. 
$22.95. 

Gearing. The stock 15/43 has 
been changed to 11/38. It tops out 
between 55 and 60. Jay's going to up 
it to 12 at the countershaft for some 
more top end. He also switched over 
to 520 sprockets and chain. 

Transmission. Replaced the 
MR175 setup with the MT125 
transmission. Reason? If you drop 
the gearing with the stock tranny 
first gets extremely low. The MT 
first is higher and the closer spread 
between the higher gears works 
better with the power range. 

Carburetion. Sudco has a 32mm 
Mikuni for the MR175. Part number 
32-33. The jetting in the carb as sold 
has worked out just fine. You might 
also be interested in their Mikuni 
Performance Manual. It goes for 
three dollars. You need to get a 
different rubber hose to fit between 
the carb and the air box. Mike found 
one that works. It's for a Yamaha 
something or other. He thought 
maybe it was an RT, but he wasn't 
sure. Just scrounged it from stuff 
lying around. 

Brake pedal. Replaced stock item 
with alloy number off the CR125. 

Case modification. Cut away 
enough of the case to expose the 
countershaft sprocket. 


Rubber fork boots. 

Gas filter. 

Rear tire. Went up to a 4.10x18 
Dunlop Sports Senior. 

Bars. Inter-Am. 

Tool bag. Malcolm Smith. 


MIKE ADAMS' BIKE 


Gearing. Right now 15/49, but he 
feels it's too low. First gear is just a 
waste of time, it's so low. Mike has 
the stock transmission. 

Bars. Back to stock after experi- 
menting with some accessory items.

Five of us rode the three bikes. 
Chet, Len, Don, Zeal and Doug. 
What did we think? Chet liked 
Mike's best. Feels the stock porting is 
easier to ride when. you get tired. 
The porting in Jay's bike does rob 
some low end. Nothing drastic, it 
just won't putt along at lower rpm 
like the stock bike. 

Len leaned toward Jay’s bike. 
Kept mumbling something about 
how the rumored XR175 four-stroke 
enduro ought to be really neat while 
chanting his favorite mantra: thump 
thump chuff thump thump. The 
stock bike wouldn't pull his 195 
pounds in fifth and/or even fourth, 
but Jay’s just climbed right up on the 
pipe and flew. First chance to feel 
the MR when it’s flying. It feels very 
much like the CR125, which figures, 
since the chassis is similar and the 
suspension is the same. 

Zeal picked Jay’s bike. Remember 
the test? Zeal was racin the MR 
around the track and squaring it like 
a billiard ball. The extra power 
really stoked him. Afterwards he 
went around saying things like, “I 
didn’t want to give it back” and, 
"That bike, as soon as I rode it I 
knew I wanted three of them." 

Doug, our shoeless trials tester 
who rode the bike for part of the Red 
Garter National Enduro, picked the 
ported bike too. Lack of power was 
his only complaint with the stocker, 
he really dug the suspension and 
handling. Sounded like if he had to 
get an untrialer the ported MR 
would be his first choice. 

Don, our Mojave berserker, some- 
how failed to ride the ported bike. 
He didn't ride Marv's either, just 
Mike's. Felt it was underpowered. It 
wouldn't pull any faster in fifth than 
it would in fourth, about 45 mph on 
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level ground. He agreed with Mike 
that the 15/49 gearing was too low. 
Other comments. Excellent straight 
line stability, it handled well, and 
even better, it felt like a good 
motorcycle. Some handlers don’t 
always feel like a good bike, if you 
can figure that one out. Sure you 
can. He also said he thought it 
climbed well, which was a bit 
surprising to him because it seemed 
down on power. 

We had the three MRs out with 
five 175 street/trailers we were 
testing for a shootout. Guess which 
bikes everybody wanted to ride. If 
youre in the market for an 
economical 175 trailbike and you 
don’t expect to ride it on the street, 
you'd have to be a bit weird not to 
consider the MR, unless you like 
four-strokes. After riding Jay's bike 
we confirmed what we had 
suspected. You can make the MR 
comparable with other competition 
175s like the Penton, Husky or 
Can-Am, and maybe save some 
money too. 


Here’s what we suggest to MR 
owners. Drop the gearing a little, 
how much will depend on how low 
you want first to get. Mike Adams 
thinks 15/49 makes first useless. Try 
the larger Mikuni. Those changes 
may be all you need. Buying and 
instailing an MT box is not an 
inexpensive proposition. Try the 
economy approach first. 

Suspension changes? Stock setup is

Even at the 
end of a moto, if they all wave and 
holler, you gas it. You can’t let them 
: down. 

Extend that. Make it a practice 
and eventually you'll go faster, 
easier, all the time. 

For example, last time Chet was 
in a grand prix, he said he only got it 
on at the end of the race in three 
spots: where the local photographer 
was standing, at the start/finish line 
where everyone was watching, and 
at the one downhill-and-turn where 
all his friends had parked. The rest 
of the course was empty of spectators 
and since he was exhausted, he'd sit 
down and coast. 

During the last 15 minutes of the 
race, Chet passed at least one rider a 
lap, always at one of those spots. 
Sometimes a couple of people. And 
since they were as tired as he was, 
they rarely passed him back. 

You can do the same thing 
deliberately. Station your friends at 
a difficult section of the course, a 
place where everyone slows down. 
Tell them to watch you there and 
you'll show them how it should be 
done. 

And you will. 

What youre really doing is 
practicing exactly the way Preston 
teaches you to, one corner at a time. 
The next week, move all your 
spectators to a different place. In a 
couple of laps, you'll have that spot 
wired too. Now you have two places 
to really gas it, since you won't slow 
down where you already know you 
can go fast. 

We mentioned this trick to Paul 
Boudreau of Motocross Action box 
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when they got cheered on. 


fame and he said he used it 
constantly to push himself when he 
first started racing. Since he goes 
awful fast now, it must work. 

Baz says the spectators aren't 
necessary once you get with the 
program, and that's the last step in 
this scheme. 

Once you've got the habit of 
blitzing a section, resting, then 
berserking again, then more rest, it'll 
get like repetitions of lifting weights. 
Exert, rest, exert, rest. Your body 
and mind will accept the all-out 


energy levels more easily each time. 
Now you can start stringing your 
good sections together. Doit halfway 
through the moto, not on the first 
few laps when everyone is berserk. 
Say you've got corners 4, 5, 7, and 
11 wired. Work on 9 next. Then turn 
2. Now fill in the gaps. In a couple of 
weeks, you'll have the course down. 
Do it at each of your regular tracks. 
You won't move up from number 
733 to 3 overnight; but maybe by the 
end of the season you'll earn a 
two-digit number for next year. @ 
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"And we're going to keep trying 
till we get it right." 

The punch line of a familiar joke? 
Or perhaps a comment after the first 
international trials held in the U.S. 
Of course you all remember the rain 
and the lovely mud and clay that, as 
they say, marred the American 
premiere of international trials right 
here in Southern California early in 
1974. Sure you do. The scene 
switched to Rhode Island this year 
after the North American Trials 
Council polled the riders who 
competed in the "74 National series. 
Rhode Island finished second to 
Oklahoma, but got the nod because 
of more hospitable July weather. 

Thirty-one riders showed up at 
Escoheag. The hosts were the Rhody 
Rovers Motorcycle Club in 
particular and the New England 
Trials Association in general. Four 
members of N.E.T.A. competed, 
headed by National Number Three 
Don Sweet, along with 15 other 
Americans. Twelve Europeans, 
including the top nine in the world 
points standings, made the trip to 
North America for the Canadian 
and U.S. events. The visitors 
captured 11 of the top 15 spots. 
Honda's Toshi Nishlyama was 
entered but did not ride. 

Defending world champion and 
current points leader Malcolm 
Rathmell, who switched to Montesa 
this year after riding for Bultaco in 
"I4, took the win over Finland's Vajo 
Vesterinen, who had won the 
Canadian event the week before. 
Third place went to Manuel Soler- 
Bulto, great-nephew of Senor F.X. 
Bulto. Ulf Karlson carried the blue 
and yellow of Sweden to a fourth. 
Frenchman Charles Coutard 
rounded out the top five. 

Great Britain could manage 
“only” four placing in the top ten at 
Rhode Island. Currently six 
Britishers can be found among the 
top ten in the points standings. How 
do the points work? Just like FIM 
motocross, only there aren’t two 
motos: 15 points for a win on down 
to one for a tenth, with the best eight 
scores counting. The Rovers’ event 
was the ninth of the 13-round series. 

Attendance for the Wagner Cup 
was estimated at 2000, which is 
gargantuan for a trials in America. 
The event was named after Wiltz 
Wagner, head of the North 
American Trials Council formed in 
1974 to organize the nine-event 
national trials series. 
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Here's Rathmell taking his one and only dab for two rides through section 13.

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The riders were given six hours to 
make two circuits of the 20-mile, 
20-section loop. All 31 riders got into 
their hour of grace time, but none 
were disqualified for tardiness. 
Rathmell posted 19 cleans and eight 
ones in 40 observations, circling the 
second loop in less than an hour, 
while Vesterinen managed 17 cleans 
and nine single dabbers. Interna- 
tional scoring (0-1-3-5) was used. 
The first loop took about four hours. 

Some riders took as much as a 
half-hour before attempting section 
one, Ranger’s Brook. Shot-putters 
aren't the only athletes who indulge 
in head games. Others, perhaps, just 
wanted to watch another rider 
tackle the section first. Sort of an 
"Ill jump the canyon right behind 
you, Evel" approach. 

The Sublime ` Sobriquets and 
Crafty Cognomens Committee came 
up with such trap tags as Skunk 
Cabbage, Leavitt’s Lane, Old 
Connecticut, Annie’s Saw and 
Yellow Dot Brook. 

What were they riding? Fourteen 
Buls, six Montesas, six Yamahas, 
three Hondas and two Ossas. 
Rathmell was aboard the new 348 
Cota. Vesterinen was aboard the 
updated Sherpa. Mick Andrews was 
supposed to be aboard his factory 
Yamaha. Instead, he would up on 
Don Sweet's practice bike when his 
machine and gear were held up in 
customs at the Canadian border. 
Other riders were subjected to 
thorough searches at the border. 
Rathmell almost shared the same 
fate, but managed to obtain the 
bike's release in time for the event. 
The Honda team was on their 
198-pound factory bikes. At least 
three of them were. Marland 
Whaley, National Number Two, 
was barred from riding because he 
wasn’t 18, an FIM rule. This age 
requirement also excluded Bultaco’s 
Bernie Schreiber, SoCal Number 
One, who still won’t be eligible to 
ride the event next year. 

So how did the Americans do? 
About like the motocrossers did 
several years back. National champ 
Lane Leavitt finished ninth for first 
American honors. Leavitt led with 
a score of 27 after the first loop, but 
the race against the clock limited his 
time for “walking of the sections” on 
the second loop. He picked up 40 
marks plus 3.3 penalty points. Walla 
Walla, Washington's Joe Gugliel- 
melli, who had been first American 
the week before in Calgary, finished

Shifting was good on the bikes 
when new and the Can-Am stayed 
that way. "Shift lever is better on the 
Can-Am, but then it better be. You 
shift so much there should be cooling 
fins on the lever." One rider had 
trouble with both: "See this? It's a 
club foot. I shift five times for every 
gear change; it's my style — comes 
from riding a Sachs in my youth." 

Can-Am footpegs are low; watch 
how your toes point off jumps. 

Fenders on the Husky are the best 
we've seen. 

Yokohamas on the Can-Am are 
super for riding around here. 

Front brake was on for both bikes 
with a slight edge for the Husky. 

Kill button on the Can-Am 
self-destructed. 

Magura lever mount disintegrated 
on the Can-Am. 


METERSTICK 
“The Can-Am has a lot of 
advantages. It has more precise 


steering; it’s more maneuverable in 
tight spots. It slides well too, but the 
Husky is easy to ride motocross-style, 
bermshots and jumps; it feels more 
bike-like. The Husqvarna doesn’t 
steer as well or slide as well — 
though its decent. Id ride a 
Can-Am on tight tracks with little 
grooves in the turns, whereas the 
Husky is for real motocross. A rough 
sand track would make the Can-Am 
terrible. For rough downhills, big 
holes, itd be the Husky, though it 
wants a little berm before it's 
comfortable. Reliability, I can't 
judge, but Husky reports that this is 
their coolest running engine; it's 
been introduced a year later than it 
could have been. They spent a lot of 
time making it right. I know this is 
true." Spoken in careful, considered 
tones by our tech editor. 

Others weren't so generous. "The 
Can-Am is like a trash can rolling 
around the track, makes about the 
same noises and the power is about 
the same. On a slick track, it 
twitches. In other words, it'll change 
direction just like a trash can rolling 
downhil. It wont slide through 
holes like most bikes. And the Husky 
— when I first rode it, I thought it 
was easily as good as or better than 
the Suzuki RM, but now after five 
weeks, it's approaching a trash can 
too. The gearbox isn't working as 
well, the front end dives, and the

tire is so bad that even bermshots 
don't make it. You try to tap the 
brake and slide it in but the bike 
twitches and you can't hook it up. 
But its much better than the 
Can-Am; all that bike is missing is a 
light that goes on when you open the 
door. And a butter warmer.” 

Between extremes, everyone else 
lived. The opinions were less 
adamant, but the decisions were 
unanimous: Husky over Can-Am. In 
almost every department. Power 
didn’t seem stronger, but the bike 
went faster. It didn’t steer as 
precisely, but it went around 
corners. And for comfort, suspension 
and general course-crunching, the 
Husky was tops. 

When it came down to the 
bottom line — buying a bike, even 
the Husky suffered from compari- 
sons with the Suzuki RM125. The 
factory kitted version we've been 
thrashing still runs, starts, stops and 
handles. And it does it for $1125, not 
$1295 and $1395. It's just that the 
hopped-up RM has become our 
yardstick (meterstick, sorry) for 
what a good 125 has to be. o

OF THE TIRE 
That’s Lars Larsson’s Can-Am’s 
front wheel and it represents a 
couple of hot setups. first is the Sun 
rim; it’s a super-strong alloy job that 
a lot of hot enduro, Two Days and 
motocross riders have been using. 
Lars sells them through Torsten 
Hallman Racing; Hi-Point and 
Webco both carry them too. 

One of the reasons they’re trick is 
that you can get them with rimlocks 
or with drive pins to hold the tire.

Check tune, check fuel, check 
compression, check choke, put in 
later advance unit, replace cam seal 
because of light oil film in the point 
housing, and the result: 25 kicks. 

“Then I tried a Champion R-6G 
plug; now, it was three to five kicks 
cold, and one hot! 


“Then winter arrived and it was 
back to 50 kicks. Then it struck me; I 
remembered that when I laid it 
down, it would idle forever on the 
left side, but load up immediately on 
the right side. 

“The next Saturday I went out, 
checked everything, laid it over on 
the right side, put on my hat and 
gloves, picked it up and she started 
first kick. And first time ever since, 
two months now.
